(AP) — A firing squad Thurs- 
day executed Nguyen Van Troi, 
19, a Viet Congterrorist who 
sought to blow up U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert S. McNamara 
last spring. Troit went to his 
death at the stake in a prison 
soccer field, shouting defiance. 


"Long live Ho Chi Minh!" he 


screamed in salute to Commu- 
nist North Viet Nam's presi- 
•dent. "Americans get 
out of 


Viet Nam!"

to trial on a charge of treason in 
the abortive coup Sept. 13.
